NEW USE FOR BUCKWHEAT STRAW. |

We have seen it stated in some of our foreign) 





has been used in Russia fur a number of years as 
a substitute for quercitron or yellow oak bark.— 
This will tell against the American importers of 
this bark, if it be found in Europe that buckwheat 
straw answers as well in dyeing. We do wot 
‘know how much quercitron is now exported, but 
‘the quantity cannot be small; still we think it was 
not so large as it was thirty years ago, owing to 
the extended use of bi-chromate of potash since 
that time, for dyeing yellows on cotton fabrics. 
Quercitron, or yellow oak bark, is an American 
dyewood, discovered by Dr. Bancroft of London, 
while in America before the Revolution. It was, 
and is now employed in dyeing yellow on woolen, 
silk and cotton goods, also for dyeing green on a 
blue ground. The latter color is produced on cot- 
‘ton by dyeing the fabric a blue color in an indigo 
vat, then preparing the cotton for the bark decve- 
jtion with pyroligneous acid, or a preparation of 
alum and the acetate of lead. The bark is sealded 
or boiled and the goods handled carefully in the 
clear liquor for half an hour. ‘To dye yellow with 
quercitron hark, it is only necessary to scald some 
of it in a clean vessel, and use the clear decoction, 
by placing it in a boiler, bringing it up to boil, 
and using a small qvantity of the sulpho-muriate | 
of tinin the liquor.
